bad. "o.n the contrary it is rated 
as abovo grade. The one difficulty 
is that the meat comes from Ar- 
gentina. 
And an executive order 


has been 
issued 
prohibiting the 


Army, Navy or any relief agency 
from using foreign meat. 


The ordtr caught the Army with 


a large quantity of canned meat 
purchased in a hurry to feed the 
CCC. At that time there was vir- 
tually no 
meat 
canned 
in this 


country. 
Amarican meat packers 


did some canning in Argentina. 


Since the Army cannot eat the 


meat, give it away or sell it, the 
only alternative is to keep it. Good 
canned meat will keep for about 
twenty years.
